THE WARRANT. 


Article 4 of the warrant took consider- 
able time and was the cause of much dis- 
cussion, some of the recommendations of 
the tinance committee coming in fora 
good share of attention as it is considered 
just and right that they should. 


Appropriations, 


The appropriations for schools was the 
first on the list and Chairman J. Newton 
Cole moved that the amount recom- 
mended be appropriated. 

John L, Smith spoke in favor of hear- 
ing the special committee on the Pan- 
chard Free school question first in order 
to see whether an additional amount 
would not be required to carry ONgthe 
high school. The moderator informed 
Mr. Smith that the special com- 
mittee’s report: would recommend the 
appropriation of the amount they deemed 
necessary to be added to the $22,500, for 
the support of the sehool. The motion 
prevailed. 

Mr. Cole also moved the appropriation 
of $1500 for school houses, stating why 
the amount asked for. was less than last 
year. 

Peter D. Smith advocated the purchase 
of flags,a pleasant weather and rainy 


day . flag for each schodlhouse not sup- | 


plied with them, to assist in teaching the 
scholars patriotism and After a long 
speech made a-motion that the com- 
mittee be instructed to purchase flags. 
Mr. Cole repiied that the committee 
would probably be glad to purchase thein 
but that an additional appropriation 
would be necessary so amended his 
motion, asking that $1700 be appropri- 
ated. The motion prevailed. 

Under the motion of John L. Smith 
that $3000 be apprepriated for highways 
and bridges, Peter D. Smith hoped that 
part of this amount would be expended 
in fixing a little piece. of road in the 
West Parish from the West Church par- 
sonage to foot of hill where water runs 
in the road after a storm. 

A motion was made by John L. Smith 
that $4000 be appropriated :for macad- 
amized roads. Veter D. Smith asked 
how this amount compared with last 
year’s appropriation and was informed 
The moderator 
said that the expenditure of the morey 
was entirely in the hands of the highway 
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surveyor and that the selectmen have 
nothing to say in the matter. John L. 
Smith asked if, under the new law, the’ 
selectmen did not have authority over 
all money te be expended by him for per- 
manent improvement.._The-moderator 
was not informed on this point, Charles 
W. Clark thought there should be a 
change; if the highway surveyor can’t be 
held accountable,. the office should be 
abolished and a superintendent of streets 
appointed “who would be under the di- 
rection of the board of selectmen,. He 
moved that the town do not elect a high- 
way surveyor, nh 

It was suggested that this motion was 
not in order .until the motion to appru- 
priate $4000 for macadamizing be Jaid’on 
the table. John N. Cole suggested and 
it was moved and the motion, prevailed, 
that all of article 4 be laid on the table. 


“Mr. Clark’s motion was then in order. 


_The moderator thought that if the 
town voted not to elect.a highway sur- 
veyor before the ballot had beén_ de- 
clared it would-be legal. -John-S.Stark 
spoke in favor of direct election of a 
highway surveyor, saying.that it didn’t 
look like good judgment to undo the 
action of the caucuses where Mr. Love- 
joy had received the almost unanimous 
endorsement of the. citizens as highway 
surveyor, and of the town meeting 
whose vote he had ,also received. He 
thought that.to go back to the-old way 
of having the man in charge of the 
streets accountable to the selectmen was 
poor policy. Theselectmen already have 
ali they can attend to without having 
charge of the streets. People would be 
continually bothering them.about this 
place and that place which needs atten- 
tion. 

John L. Smith said there should be 
some one in authority who was respon- 
sible for what was done upun the town’s 
highway. He was not speaking against 
Mr. Lovejoy, but believed in having a 
job done in a systematic way so that it 
would not have to be done-over again in 
one or two years. Mr. Stark replied to 
Mr. Smith in anuch the same words as 
before. 

Charles W.. Clark desired to know if 
the selectmen thought the affairs of the 
street department had been conducted 
in a_ businesslike manner, Mr. Stark

stiprerbe atinority over the highways, 
and was informed by the moderator that 
it was the highway surveyor. Mr, Shaw 
then said that he thought the selectman 
from the south district was right, altho’ 
Ire seldom agreed with him, and was in- 
favor of continuing under the present 
régime, making the highway surveyor 
accountable to the town for whatever is 
done. = 


The moderator said he feared he di 
not comprehend the scope of Mr. Shaw's 
‘said that the highway sur- 
veyor had authority over the highways 
only in the matter of ordinary repairs. 

John N, Cole asked if the new law 
did not cover the matter of permanent 
improvements, but the moderator did 
not know. Peter D. Smith thought the 
selectmen should lave authority. over 
the highway appropriations. , Mr. Love- 
joy explained that he had never refused 
to do what the selectmen requested in 
the matter of building roads to grade 
and thought it would cost more than 
$4000 to tix up the west side of Main 
street. He told of seeing plans of the 
railroad which cut down the grade of 
Main street. - 

John E. Smith said, that the plans 
were made at the request of the railroad 
through the selectmen,.and-that-the-cut- 
was very slight. He mentioned in- 
stances of changes made in the grade by 
the highway surveyor. Peter D. Smith 
told of the action of the board of select- 
men on which he served in the matter of 
giving the grade to the original railroad, 
and George’ W. Chandler added his tes- 
timony. 

John N. Cole asked what the question 
William Shaw asked if the motion 
was passed whether the supreme author- 
ity would rest with the selectmen. John 
N. Cole asked if he «understood that the 
entire charge of permanent improvement 
would be in the hands ofthe highway sur- 
veyor if he was elected. ‘The moderator 
replied that he thought so. Mr. Cole 
said it was then a case of taking the 
matter from the hands of the highway 
surveyor and putting it in those of the 
selectmen. Charles W. Clarke asked a 
question bearing on-the authority of the 
highway surveyor and a vote was taken 
on Mr. Clark’s motion that the town do 
not elect a highway surveyor, and the 
motion was lost, 127 voting in the aftir- 
mative and 180 in the negative. 

The motion that the matter of appro- 
priating $4000 for macadamizing be taken 
up with article 8 was passed. 

Under the motion that $1000 be ap- 
propriated for sidewalks, Peter D. Smith 
spoke of the bad condition of the side- 
walk on the hill on the way to the West 
Parish’ beginning at the Cogswell house. 
and hoped a few loads of gravel would be 
dumped there. 

The suggested appropriations, with 
one or two changes, went along smoothly 
until the appropriations for the town 
officers came up. ‘The motion that they 
be taken up together was lost. 

The sum recommended for back pay 
was appropriated. The sum of $1000 
was appropriated for the pay of the 
town clerk without discussion but his 
office. hours as recommended by the 
finance committee were changed so that 
they are exactly as, voted at the Jast 
year’s town meeting, two to five daily, 
(Sundays and legal bolidays excepted) 
and two evenings a week from seven to 
nihe. This change came after Mr. Mar- 
land told why he did not want oftice 
hours in the morning and of the 
amount of work he had to do which 
could only be accomplished without in-

moved an increase of his salary to $000, 
Prof. William B Graves, a member of 
the sub committee of the finance com- 


mittee, also favored the increase and it | 


was voted. 

The remaining recommendations, with 
the exception of $1000 for construction 
to be expended by the Board of Public 
Works which was laid on the table to be 
taken up with article 16, went through 
swimmingly. 

Under relief out of almhouse David 
Bailey had several -questions to ask 
which were answered by .Mr. Stark. 
The finance committee’s recommenda- 
tions on appropriations for. high school 
and remodeling town house were-laid on 
the table to be taken up together with 
those articles in the warrant.

He then thanked the citizens for their 
attention and spoke of the committee’s

John L, Smith said he did not wish to 
oppose the motion but thought the ac- 
commodation of the pupils in the high 
school in Andover would need to be 
larger at some time in the not distant 
future and advocated that the building 
tund of the trustees be allowed to accu- 
mulate'so that some time or other the 
town could sell the trustees a piece of 
land for a nominal sum, and a separate 
building be erected where mechanical 
engineering, shorthand, typewriting, ete., 
could be taught. 

John L. Brewster explained that the 
motion was framed so that it leaves either 
the trustees or the town free to with- 
draw peaceably at any- time they may so 
desire in order that such a school as Mr. 
Smith suggested might be started, Mr. 
Brewster’s motion was then put and al- 
most unanimously carried. 


Remodeling Town House. 


Article 6 on the remodeling of the 
town house was next taken up. John 
N. Cole, chairman of the special com- 
mittee, presented the committee’s plans 
and intentions in regard to the remodel- 
ing of the building. He told of the ap- 
pointment of the-committee two years 
ago, the committee consisting of William 
S. Jenkinsand J. W. Barnard, besides 
himself. He told of the big undertaking 
the committee found confronting them 
and of the death of Mr. Jenkins so that 
the committee was unable to report last 
year, and of the appointment of E. W. 
Pitman to the place left vacant by Mr. 
Jenkins. Perley F. Gilbert had been re- 
tained by the committee as architect. 
He told what the committee had decided 
needed to be done including new light- 
ing arrangements with combination fix- 
tures for gas and electricity, renovation 
of walls and ceilings, rearrangement of 
stage to improve its acoustic properties, 
installation of proper kitchen facilities, 
renovation of halls and stairways with 
new treads and hard wood finish, these 
changes to cause an expense of about 
$5500. He then spoke of the question of 
fixing over the lower floor for proper 
quarters for the town officials, conven- 
ient but not elaborate; of the need of 
suitable sanitaries in the town andof 
the committee’s plans in this particular. 
He explained how the changes would 
alter the lower floor and -spoke of the 
plan of the alterations which appeared 
in the Townsman, recently. — The total 
estimated: cost was given by the com- 
mittee as not much over $8100 but the 
comniittee asked for $8500 in order that 
some money might be spent on improv- 
ing the exterior of the hall by. putting 
in new curbings and grassing over the 
plot in the rear. ; ; 

Mr. Cole said the question for consid- 
eration was as to whether the town was 
ready to spend that amount or not, No 
rich man has volunteered to give a new 
town house and until some one does, the 
town officers and people who know, say 
that better accommodations are needed. 
He then presented the following motion: 

That the committee on Town 

House repairs be authorized to re- 

model the Town house according to 

plans presented, at' an expense not 

exceeding $8400... . 

That the town appropriate $1700

He said 
the committee's opinion was. valuable 
from the fact that’ it was the opinion of 
a leading builder and: largest real estate 
owner in town.

postponement of the appropriation. 
Altho’ the matter allowed of‘no argu- 
ment, it was suggested that if this 
motion prevailed nothing would have 
been appropriated for macadam. The 
motion was_lost, 57 to 36. 

J. Newton Cole moved that ‘$4000 be 
appropriated for macadamizing the 
westerly side of Main street. 


John N. Cole thought not a penny 


should be appropriated for Main street 
even though it was so badly needed, until 
the plans were ready, and amended the 
motion so that it read, that $2000 and 
the amounts ieceived from street sprink- 
ling and from the Street R. R., and_for 
the.use- of -the-town teams be appro- 
priated for macadamizing to be expended 
by the highway surveyor as in his judg- 
ment and discretion. was needed. The 
motion prevailed. 

William Shaw moved that article 14 
be taken up and that the highway sur- 
veyor be authorized to macadamize the 
River road out of the amount just appro- 
priated. ; 

Highway Surveyor Lovejoy wished to 
know how much road Mr. Shaw thought 
could be macadamized with this sum, 
and told-how much it cost to build a 
mile of state road. . 

Sslectman Boutwell moved that the 
town appropriate $2000 for the macad- 
amizing of the River road. ‘ 

John N. Cole explained that the 
various amounts received from sprink- 
ling, street railroads and town teams 
amounted to over $3000, and that the 
River road might well be macadamized 
out of this sum, while the Main ‘street 
problem is a large one.and must cer- 
tainly take a considérable appropnation 
when plans are in shape to work upon. 

Mr. Boutwell said if the $2000 he de- 
sired was appropriated it would still be 
within the amount recommended by the 
finance committee. He told how badly 
the River road needed the appropriation, 
and how much it is travelled by market 
gardeners, etc.

_ John H=Fiint* 6f the Board of Public 
Works, explained why the board desired 
that thircy thousand dollars of water 
bonds be issued.

It had gone to the. foundation of the | 
question, and weighed —the-pros~ and 
cons touching every phase of it up to 
the present'time and need: ~~ The find- | 
ings of the committee were already 
known to’ the town, and had been 
studied and understood so that little 
was needed before a final settlement in 
the. public meeting,_--Mr-—Brewster's— 
model report supplied that little most 
admirably. His tribute to the ‘ld 
school, its long time principal, the care 
of its. funds, and_its long usefulness, 
was fherited and handsomely bestowed. 
It was a Godspeed to the old Punchard, 
and an outstretched hand to the new 
Punehard, in. which a united town 
heartily joins. May thé cordialaimion 
of all interests as evidenced by “Mon- 
day’s action, be a promise for long 
years ot usefulness Ly the town’s new 
high school. . 

The town house improvements ouly | 
needed to be thoroughly — understood. to. 
be heartily approved. The _ issue 
quickly resolved itself into the question 
of enough money to do a good job or a | 
round sum for indefinite results.

Through an error in the layout, the 
action was ruled to be illegal, and | 
there was no course open except to 
throw out the article: If there was 
ever justification for a special. town 
meeting, there certainly is now, so that 
a legal and proper layout may be re: 
ported, and a street given to these 
people. And it is a pleasure to state | 
that the selectmen are to act upon this | 
course as promptly as possible.
